FOR SOLDIERS’ COMING

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Moultrie. A number of the remaining 
officers and men will be then taken 
to New York. 

The Yamacraw, U. S. coast guard 
cutter, stationed here, will go out tv 
meet the St. Mihiel and escort her 
into port. Across Tybee bar, intv 
the river, past ‘l'ybee light, which is 
at Fort Screven, where a large uum 
ber of the men will be stationed, the 
St. Muihiel will steam—past_ the 
“Waving Girl's” station, quarantine, 
and old Fort Jackson, formerly Fort 
Uglethorpe.. 

There are many vessels in port now 
and the river will present a scene of 
color and beauty for the day, as ev- 
ery flag will be flying and rigging 
will be decorated with colors on every 
boat. Whistles from hundreds of 
boats and coast plants will sound the 
noisy welcome to the transjort. 

One of the features of the trip from 
Tybee bar into port will be the wel- 
come of the “Waving Girl,’ for many 
years known to seamen and to visi- 
tors who have made the trip in or out 
of Savannah harbor. Florence Mar- 
tus is now nearly sixty years, old— 
but she is still to Savannah and the 
svilors the “‘Waving Girl.’ From her 
home on the island mid-river she has 
lived with her brother for several 
years, since the death of her mother. 
Seventeen years ago she began waving 
every vessel that passed in or out of 


} Ssvannah—with a white flag by day 


and a lantern by night. 

Mariners have learned her’ and 
sound their sirens as they approach 
—and even in the night she appears 
and waves her light, no matter how 
dark and stormy the night. There are 
many romantic stories as to the ori- 
sin of her custom—and all of them 
she denies or smiles at. Seamen frow 
every port on earth, however, have 
in the nearly two decades come to 
know her “wave and consider it a 
good sign for them. It is declared 
that in seventeen years she has not 
tailed to wave her flag or light for 
any vessel that sounded its whistle 
a> it came np the river. She will be 
the first officially to greet the re- 
turning American soldiers from the 
Rhine. 

Reaching Savannah, the city’ will 
be found in its gala dress—a becom- 
ing one of red and white and blue. 
Here among the first of the liberty 
poles to be set up before the revolu- 
tion was that at Tondee’s tavern. on 
the site of Broughton and Whitaker, 
Savannah’s “Five Points.”

Writes of the Status 
Of Russian Relief Work 


Editor Constitution: In your’ paper 
of December 19 there appeared the 
following news item, with Moscow 
date line and with large black head- 
lines, “Russia is Ready to Export 
Grain.” 

“Dispatches from Black sea ports indi- 
cate that extensive preparations for the 
exportation of grainare in progress and 
the port activities are said to be approach- 
ing pre-war proportions. At Novorosisk 
the iron works are preparing fourteen ships 
for use in carrying grain, and at Odessa 
the restoration of elevators, which have 
been idle for several years, is being rushed. 
The dispatches indicate that 2,000,000 
poods of grain are ready for exportattion at 
Odessa and more than a million at 
Novorosisk.’’ 

This was so contradictory to other 
reports from Russia, including reports 
from Mr. Hoover, and to appeals for 
relief for starving children in_ sec- 
tions of the country, that I began an 
inquiry from Russian sources to find 
a basis for such a report. 

I now find that there are no “iron 
works” at Novorosisk 
Only ‘‘activ#ty” in water borne grain

a single track from the Koban dis- 
trict to Odessa and

Several boats were chartered to get 
the grain down to Odessa much quiek- 
er than the single track road could 
have handled it. Jt may also be 
notieed that the figgres ‘on stock al- 
ppesed to be at odedaa were given in 

e Russian pood, Which is @hirty- 
Six pounds, whereas the federal stand- 
ard for America for a bushel is sixty 
pounds. However, the grain on hand 
rushed there for re- 
lief and not for export. These quanti- 
ties may be seen to Shrivel up con- 
siderably when we look at the re- 
port of Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, head of 
the international committee of Rus- 
sion relief, which states that Russia 
will have g shortage this winter of 
1,000,000 tons (not poods or bushels) 
of cereals and as a result of this 
shortage, relief will be needed 8,000,- 
000 people, of which the soviets them- 
selves may be able to furnish relief 
for 2.250.000, leaving 5,750,000 peo- 
ple, mostly children, facing starva- 
tion this winter. Friends of the help- 
less, here, there and everywhere, 
should satisfy themselves as to the 
channel through which they are send- 
ing help to the starving children of 
Russia, Armenia and adjacert terri- 
tory, and then go ahead and help to 
their utmost strength, for thousands 
of these little helpless ones will be |

Bureau’ Places 


Girls and Women 


* 

The records of the Y. W. C. A. 
employment bureau, Peachtree Arcade, 
show that girls and women are being 

ced in fifty-seven varieties of posi- 
tions, that range from coe seeds 
to private secretaryships, ‘and that 
salaries range from $05 a week to 
$150 a month. 

With the present increase in posi- 
tions that are developing with spring 
business the records shaw that at 
the close of the past month 120 were 
sent to positions, a decided inerease . 
over the lack of employment in Janu- 
ary, 1922, when only fifty girls and 
women were placed. 

Miss Page ‘Tucker, secretary, states 
that the service of the W. employ- 
ment office is to serve both em: ployer 
and employee free of charge, but that 
the service to the girl is not solely 
in finding her a job. Clothes are pro- 
vided for the girl in need in order that 
she may present a genteel appearance 
when she is sent to a position; mei- 
cal attention is provided for the girl 
in ill health, and additional training 
for untrained girls is provided by 
sending them to the Atlanta Oppor- 
tunity school, where they may join 
classes and do part time in studying 
and training while holding positions. 

When there is difficulty in keeping 
a girl in a position, a mental test is 
provided in order that the bureau may 
ascertain the kind of — a girl 
can fill: in other words the test en- 
ables the bureau not to send girls to 
positions that are beyond their mental 
development. Attention is given to the 
home and social life of girls so that 
the bureau may give the necessary ad- 
vice and aid. Miss Tucker and Miss 
Elizabeth Wilson, associate secretary, 
give their entire time to the require- 
ments of the bureau.

During the year 1922 the lady 
board of managers of the Florence 
Crittenton home were able to apiece 
the barn destroyed by fire in 19*9 
with a commodious, substantial buile- 
ing

Jn the financial district opinion was 
unanimous with trespect to the con- 
structive aspects of the British agree- 
‘ment.

Honolulu, T. H., February 4.—(By 
The Associated Press.)\—Ten or 
twelve persons were killed by the 


tidal waves in Hilo bay atter yester- 
day’s earthquake which was report- 
ed to be between 2,000 and 3,000 miles- 
uway, it was estimated here. today. 

The known dead clude a child 
swept from a coe and three 
Japanese fishermen who were trapped 
in the engine room of a sampan, 
which together with a scow, wrecked 
the railroad bridge across the Wailu- 
ku river. 

The damage at Hilo, according te 
a conservative estimate was $100,000. 
Several days will be required to ascer- 
tain the number of lives lost and the 
correct amount of the damage. 

The Matson navigation company's 
liner Matsonia touched the mud bot- 
tom once while in the grip of the 
tidal wave, but floated off with the 
next wave. 

The eseape of the Standard Oil 
company’s oil tanker, Redwine, was 
characterized by shipping men as re- 
markable. The ship was carried reef- 
ward from anchorage by an inrush- 
ing wave, then carried back to safe- 
ty by the recession.

PREACHES SUNDAY 
ON “SALVATION” 


Preaching on “Universal Salvation,” 
Sunday at the Liberal Christian 
chureh, Dr. John W. Rowlett, editor 
of the Universalist Herald, asserted 
that “Jesus declared that the. true 
destiny of every’ man was to become 
one with God, even as he and God 
were one.”

business in life, starting with a con- 
stitutional likeness to God, is to cul- 
tivate and develop g moral, likeness to 
him, to come into complete harmony 
with him, and thus to become indeed 
and in truth his children, worthy of 
our divine kinship. 
‘ “Universal salvation is the. belief 
that all men will finally come into 
complete harmony with God. That 
through suffering, through  punisb- 
ment, through moral 
through experience in the school of 
life, everyone will at last find out 
what the divine will is and gladly 
obey it. 

“Jesus believed this. He said: ‘If 
I be lifted up I will draw all men 
unto me.’ Paul believed it. He said 
that nothing would be able to sep- 
nrate us from the love of God. The 
Bible teaches it. Right in the heart of 
the loftiest utterance of the -New 
Testament is the declaration: ‘Love 
never faileth.’ History teaches it. The 
perfection of -the whole human race 
ie that far off divine event toward 
which the whole creation moves. 
Science teaches it. It recognizes prog- 
ress as the great law of life, and 
progress means that all are  heing 
bronght into harmony with the divine 
life.

The letter to Mr. Squiggins from 
the attorney general's office read: 

“Please find S800 in confederate 
currency which we sent you recently 
im exchange fer your bond. ‘This 
letter was first sent to Worthington, 
Mass., but returned to us as un- 
claimed. With best wishes for your 
prosperity and happiness.” ; 

In his request for the redemption 
of the bond, Mr. Squiggins said he 
“wanted to fix up the house so he 
might accommodate summer  board- 
ers.” 


Mr. Squiggins has caused the at- 
torney general's office of Georgia so 
much extra work that it became nec- 
essary to issue notice to all holders 
of confederate bonds that they are 
no longer of value, except as souve- 
nirs of the civil war period. The 
Massachusetts man sent in a  $5(W 
bond he wanted @edeemed.. An At- 
lanta citizen proffered $S800*of the 
same securities to pay him off. Since 
that time letters have poured in from 
every section of the country inclosing 
securities outlawed after the war 
was over and no longer collectable. 
And what’s more to the point, while 
many of the writers entered, into 
the game as a joke, there was quite 


a chance of being paid.
